The com- 
Mhittc® wr con ference of the 6&0 horses had 
failed to come to an agreement, and it was 
apparent that wnless one oft houses re- 
ceded the bill would be lost. The howse was 
overwhelmingly. ip fayox of standing fimgm, and 
the senate was equally. dete: ‘mined not to give 
way. ColonelJohn C. Haskell, chairman of 
the, house committee on ways and means. 
worked night and day to effegt a reconciliation 
between the two houses. “He dépicted ‘elo- 
quenfly the evils ofja dead 
plead with the “smembers to 
so direful a calamity. He 
if the state failed to provid for paying 
the interest -on the bouds, these “uritids 
would immediately depreciete in value and 
the credit of the state would correspondingly 
suffer. This argunient appealed to the patriot- 
ism of the members, and one after another in- 
dicated his intention to recede and allow the 
bill to pass. It was agreed among ropresenta- 
tives of the house and senate that a compro- 
mise should be proposed. The basis of this 
compromise wasthe withdrawing by the house 
of its census amendment and 
its anti-free tuition rider. The bill, divested 
of these, would go through withont further 
obstruction. After a two hours’ fight this 
compromise was agreed upon and the deadlock 
was broken. The closing business of the ses- 
sion was then rushed through and a sine die 
adjourninent was reached. 

Now that the general assem)]y has adjourn- 
ed, the able editors are beginning to eritreise 
the work of ihe session. There-can be no doubt 
that the session was onc of the most industri- 
ous on record. The members of both houses 
worked night and day to finish the business so 
thatan adjournment could be reached before 
Christmas. During this hurry and flurry im- 
portant measures were rushed through with- 
out proper consideration. There can be no 
doubt’ that many mistakes have been mad: 
The Worl rk { f thy SESSION asn VW hole appeal ‘ to 
vive general satisfaction. No radical] changes 
were made in the laws. The usual appropria- 
tions forthe South Carolina college, the cita- 
del academy andthe Columbia canal were 
made. The ultra-economists come very near 
defeating all these appropriations, They did 
succeed in repealing thelaw which exempts 
from tuxation for ten years all factories in the 
state. ‘This is thought to be a serious mistake. 
It isnot vet known exactly how many laws 
were enacted. Perhaps the number will not 
fall shert of two auddret.

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LORD RANDOLPH’S WIFE. 


How She Conducted the Birmingham Caim- 
paign. 

Loxpon, December 27.—-The two most 
prominent figures during the late election can- 
vass in Birmingham were not the rival candi- 
dates, John Bright and Lord Randolph 
Churchill, but the duehess of Marlborough and 
Lady Randolph Churchill, The latter especial- 
ly put forth ardent and strenous -efforts to se- 
cure the election of her husband.* And she all 
hut sueeceded. While, at the last election 
John Bright had ‘nearly seven thousand ma- 
ever so popular a candidate as 
the late (colonel! . Burnaby, his 
majority over Lord Randolph a few 
days ago was but 652. Lady Churchill took 
the management of ‘the campaign into her 
own hands, and proved herself to be as popu- 
lar with the Birmingham partisans as she was 
a few months ago with the , Woodstock labor- 
ers. Even the radicals mimired this new 
chief of the Primrose league, and cheered her 
wherever she appeared. Lady Chirchill may 
be said to have introduced a new engine of 
political warfrre into Lnglish elections. The 
people of Birmingham, who take their politics 
as seriously as any other business, «at first 
looked with derision on Lady Churchill’s new 
bedy, with its knights and dames 
and badges, and held alooft from it. But 
they soon found the league meant se rious busi- 
ness, and that Lady anc ‘olph was the head of 
a well disciplined phalanx of lady canvassers 
whose influence was not to be de spised. Lady 
Churchill’s method of electione¢gring was as 
follows: She opened a habitation in Birming- 
ham, with a foree of 500 ladies, A number of 
these were assigned to the task of making a 
house-to-house visitation. Mach lady was re- 
sponsible for a certain section of a certain ward 
or of a certain-street, and each had a little book 
to int down her memoranda, Lady Churchill 
herself, without having avy special section, 
visited all the “doubtful case * 3 T he eandid 
fiends who ai first laughed at Lady Ran- 
dolph’s league were soon appealing to hér for 
help.

A KILLING FOLLOWED BY A FIRE-- 
SUSPICIOUS CIRCUMSTANCES, 


Coroner’s Inquest—Fire in a Barroom-—The Alphs 
Tau Omega — Fears of Foul Play — Funeral! of 
J.W. Moore—Religious and Social Vis- 
jters—Interesting General News. 


Macox, December 27.—[Special.]—At a late 
hour last night Coroner Hodnett arrived at 
Perryman’s barroom where lay the body of

In substance the testimony’ 
was in effect that Charlie Jones and Newt 
Marshall were playing a game of billiards in 
Colonel Perryman’s bar which is just abovethe 
city hall on Cotton avenue, and a number of 
negro men were in there singing, playing 
harps and telling stories. Jim Bailey, who 
looks to be about 17, came in and showed his 
pistol, a blue steel barrelled Smith & Wesson 


single action thirty-two caliber, to Jim Croft. — 


Then Isham Ingram looked at it-and handed 
it back to Jim Bailey. Nelson Bennet then 
took it and flourished it around, and in sport 
Isham drew a razor and flourished it. Jim 
Baiicy said to Nelson: “Give me my pistol,” 
and grabbed the weapon by the barrel. A. 
little struggle ensued, the” pistol fired and the 
crowd stampeded. Frank Brooks ran back 
erying: “O, they’ve killed my brother,” but 
soon found that it was Ippie Goodwin who had 
been shot.

lect the balance. 

General Morgan, of Albany, favors a con- 
vention of the people living along Flint river, 
to meet and petition congress for an increased 
appropriation for this noble stream. 

On the farm of Mr. M. Edwards, in Frank- 
lin county, Luey, a colored girl six years old, 
was near the fire when her clothing became 
ignited and she was burned to death. 


Frank Wright, a coléred citizen of Monroe 
county, had his gin, six bales of cotton and one 
thousand bushels of cotton’ seed burned. The 
fire is thought to have originated from a match 
in the cotton. 

Mr. J.T. Whitley, of near Antioch, killed re- 
cently a hog which weighed 479 pounds net, 
He killed also five others which netted him 
1,685 pounds. The big hog was only two and 
a half years old. 

The Dooly Vindicator, press, type, and office 
equipments have been sold to Rev. M. I’. Mor- 
gan and Mr. C. F. Giddings. These gentiemcn 
teok charge on the 23rd inst., and will soon 
change the name of the paper to the Dooly 
County News. 

The Presbyterians of Worth county held a 
meeting at. Poulan last week, organized a 
church and called a preacher, the choice falling 
on Rey. John Quarterman,’of Waycros3. Ser- 
vices will be held on the second and fourth 
Sundays in each month. 

In Jessup the heartrending cries of Henry 
Dart, colored, a four-year-old son of Andrew 
Dart, attracted the attention of those living in 
the northern part of town. Some of the 
neighbors discovered the little boy in flames. 
The fire was quickly extinguished, but not 
before the little fellow had burned to a crisp. 

Mr. Benoni Hattaway, of Washington county, 
from about forty-one'trees on a half acre of 
land, has made over 200 bushels of apples that 
he has fed his hogs on them for several months, 
and will realize over $100 from tneir sale. He 
says he had thirty acres in cotton, and after 
paying for guano, hisapple crop will net him 
more than his cotton crop. But for the rot- 
ting of many bushels of apples, the sales would 
have been much greater. 

Milton Democrat: On last Tuesday at Dr. 
Bell’s sale some one went to the woods near 
by and built a large brushpile of pine tops 
over a forked log and concealed himself and 
keg of liquor under it and through an opening 
in the top retailed snake-bite medicine all day 
his only Janguage was a grunt as money went 
in or bottles out. Of the number who bought 
liquor of him that day, not one can tell who it 
was thatsold. One “of the boys” says it was 
brandy that was sold, and that it was stamped 
and aliright, for he could taste the revenue 
on it and it looked red. 

Athens Banner: A few mornings ago J. H. 
Dupree, of Americus, found five coons in one 
tree, and, as he had two dogs anda gun, con- 
cluded to havesome fun. He shot at one of 
the largest, and peppered it considerably with 
small shot. This infuriated the coons, and 
they immediately turned on the dogs, and a 
lively fight ensued. Sometimes two. of the 
coons would be on one dog, and at times two or 
three would be after John, but he succeeded 
with the dogs in killing all five, and rejoiced 
in getting out of the fight without a scratch.

Judge Fort, of Americus, has delivered his 
decision on the motion of a new trial in the 
case of James Salter, sheriff of Lee county, 
convicted of voluntarily allowing a prisoner to 
escape. A new trial was granted on the sole 
ground that the indictment charged Salter 
with having. Peir Jones in custody under a 
warrant for bastardy, while the proof showed 
that the warrant was for adultery and forni- 
cation and not for bastardy. This newly dis- 
covered evidence gives a new trial, and the 
court directs the solicitor to nol pros the bill 
and prefer a new trial in accordance with the 
facts.

An Old Record,

The recent death of General Robert Toombs 
has revived the fact that he was admitted to 
practice law before he was of age by a_ special 
act of the legislature, While turning over the 
pages of an old book the other day we found 
the caption of the act passed in 1829 whersby 
General Toombs and others were admitted to 
plead and practice law. As a matter of curi- 
osity we copy the captioa. It runs as fol- 
lows: 

“An act to admit David J. Bailey, of Butts coun- 
ty, Hiram Hemphill, of Lincoln county, John A. 
Campbell, of Wilkes county, Gray A. Chandler, of 
Warren county, Robert McCarty,of Monroe county: 
William A. Black, of Chatham county, and Robert 
Toombs, of Wilkes county, to plead and practice 
law in the several courts of law and equity in this 
state.’’ 

Of the above, David J. Bailey and John A. 
Campbell, we believe, are still living. Bailey 
was president of the Georgia senate, and two 
or three times a member of congress. He lives 
in Griffin. John A. Campbell moved to Ala- 
bama and rose to great eminence as a lawyer, 
was for several terms a leading member of the 
Alabama legislature, and was appointed a 
justice of the United States supreme court. 
He resigned when his state seceded in 1861, 
and was appointed by the confederate govern- 
-‘ment a commissioner to treat with the admin- 
istration rcspeeting a peaceable settlement of 
disputed property and other questions. He is. 
we believe, a citizen now of Baltimore, and 
¢til] a bright legal luminary. General Toombs’s 
history is fresh in the minds of all. Of the 
other gentlemen we knew nothing.

THE JOBNSON-M’CLENDON TRAGEDY. 


The Full Details of the Quarrel and the 
Death. 
From the Meriwether, Ga., Vindicator. 

Recently a misunderstanding occurred be- 
tween Judge Rufus Johnson, living near 
Jones’s wills, and his son-in-law, Mr. W. E. 
McClendon. The misunderstanding arose con- 
cerning some rents claimed by Mr. Johnson, 
Mr.’McClendon having paid a bale and a half of 
cotton for a one-horse farm. Mr. Johnson sued 
out a distress warrant on a portion of the 
property of Mr. McClendon, and directed the 
bailiff of the middle ninth district, Mr. Riley 
Cooper, to levy the warrant on the property 
Monday afternoon. McClendon having moved 
his family and a portion of his effects to the 
residence of Captain Heard, went down 
Monday morning after the rest. About 
3 o’clock Johnson walked down to 
McClendon’s house accompanying Mr. O'Neal 
who was driving a wagon. Reaching Mc- 
Clendon’s house, Johnson said, “come in and 
see how mean he has treated me.” O’Neal, 
discovering McClendon in the yard drove on 
and left the two together. Reaching the resi- 
dence of Mr. Fayette Milam, hardly a quar- 
ter of a mile distant, one or more pistol re- 
ports were heard. In the meantime, Cooper, 
the bailiff, rode up to McClendon’s house ex- 
pecting to meet Johnson there and make his 
levy. Calling and receiving no. response, 
Cooper went into the yard to await the coming 
of Johnson. Going near the well, he saw 
Johnson lying dead with his hammer and pis- 
tol lylng by his side. Directly Mr. Fayettee 
Milam came up and found Mr. Johnson as 
Cooper had first seen him. 
Mr. McClendon walked to Mr. 
Milam’s house and. reported that he had shot 
and rerbaps killefl Mr. Johnson. His hurts 
were temporarily attended to, when McClendon 
cave the following statement: After O'Ne ul 
drove cif Johnson and McClendon were left 
slore, Jcobyvson charged McClendon with act- 
ivug unfairly in carrying off the corn and stuff 
before paying up the rent. McClendon said he 
had paid the rent already, and had the bailiff 
made alevy he should have submitted quietly 
to the judicial decision of the matter. But as 
no levey had been made he had the legal and 
moral right to carry off his property. Johnson 
then complained that McClendon had acted 
mean in breaking offand burning some pine 
poles that he ‘had been nailed to posts to 
keep stock out of the garden. 
McClendon replied he had cut 
the poles, bought the nailsand put the fence 
up: that the poles had rotted and the nurse 
had broken up some of them to start fires. 
Johnson said it was a mean trick. Approach- 
ing the well, Johnson said McClendon had 
stolen the well rope. McClendone said John- 
son wasen old man, that he had respect for 
his age, but if Johnson said he, McClendon, 
had stolen the rope, it was a lie, Johnson 
said McClen.ion wasa d—dliar. MeCiendon 
responded that Johnson was another. Joba 
son replied that McClendon was a G 
liar. Said McClendon, “‘you are another,” 
this Jo*nson walked up to McClendon ana 
jerking his hand suddenly from his pocket, 
dealt McClendon a_ severe blow on the 
left side of the head above the 
ear. McClendon was knocked down by 
the blow and partially stunned. The next 
thing McClendon remembers is that he was 
flaten his back, Johnson’s left knee on his 
body and his left hand at his throat. Mce- 
Clendon hastily drew his pistol which Joln- 
son caught with his left hand making an effort 
apparently to draw his own pistol with the 
right. McClendon thinks Jobnson knocked 
the pistol down so that the first shot struck 
McClendon in the thigh, coming out above the 
knee. The second shot was turned aside and 
struck the ground. The third struck Johnson 
in the body, and he instantly began to relax 
his hold and gradually rentove from off Mc- 
Clendon. McClendon  recollects firing only 
three shots, though five chambers of his pistol 
are empty. As Johnson released McCiendon, 
the latter sprang to his feet and started towards 
the home of Mr. Fayette Milam, another son- 
McClendon says the last 
‘wé saw of Johnson the latter was squatting on 
the ground and holloaing. He was found dead 
a short time afterwards by Mr. Cooper. 

McClendon, after having his head bathed, 
his leg bandaged and the dirt brushed from his 
coat, got ina buggy and was driven to -town, 
seven miles distant, to have his wounds dressed. 
The doctor advised against riding farther, so 
he went to, the residence of Mr. J. KE. Adams. 
sending for his wife and the sheriff. To the 
sheriff MeClendon gave a statement of the oc- 
currence, and said if subjecet to arrest he was 
in the hands of the law. Mrs. McClendon soon 
arrived and aided in wprsing her husband, 
whose wounds gave him considerable pain dur- 
ing the night. Dr. E. B. Terrell, who dressed 
the wounds, thinks with prudence no serious 
results are to be feared, though it will be stv- 
eral days before this point can be definitely 
settled. 

The sad affair is deeply regretted by all our 
citizens. Mr. Johnson was a well known c'ti- 
zen, having been sheriff of the county and a 
member of the old inferior court. He wis 
about 65 yeais of age, over six feet high, very 
muscular and a stout man for his years. Me. 
McCiendon is the youngest son of the late 
Judge Freeman McClendon, about 30 years of 
age, and not strong nor stout physically. He 
married a daughter of Mr. Johnson two yeurs 
ago, and until recently has been on good terms 
with his father-in-law, though Mr. Johnson 
has been at varicnce with his sons and other 
sons-in-law. Of late years Mr. Johnson had 
been in difficulties with some of his neighbors, 
though never before have we heard of his 
striking anyone. 

Judge Johnson was buried. Tuesday — after- 
noon at 5 o’clock. Itissaid he was shot in 
four places; once in the ear and neck, slight — 
once in the arm, slight—once in the leg, 
and in the body fatally. 

The coroner’s jury decided the killing justi- 
fiable homicide.

‘Lhis reference is [fester Ln pts 
an eccentric English woman who was 
London March 12, Her fathe 
third earl of and her mother was a 
daughier of the great Lord Chatham. When about 
twenty years old she entered the family of her 
uncle, William Pitt, and for nearly ten years, or 
until his Ceath, acted as his private secretary. Pitt 
had recommended her to the care of the govern- 
ment, and a pension of £1,200 was granted her. As 
this was not sufficient to support her in the luxury 
she- desired in London, she decided to £O abroad, 
and in 1810 went t@sSyria, visiting Jerusalem. Pal- 
myra and other citics. The Arabs who were struck 
by her appearance and her display of wealth, 
treated her as a queen, and she very skillfully 
acted the part. She established herself in a de- 
serted convent among the wild scenery of Mount 
Lebanon, and there, wearing the dress of an 
emir, weapons, pipesand all, she ruled a retinue 
of Albanian guards and servants with absolute 
authority. This old convent, situated on an isola- 
ted peak of the Lebanon range, soon became cou- 
verted into a fortress, garrisoned by soldiers, and 
offering a refuge to all the persecuted and distress- 
ed. £o powerful was the influence she wielded 
over the surrounding country that when Ibrahim 
Pasha was about to invade Syria in 1832, he was 
constrained to solicit her neutrality.

INTERESTING SERMONS IN THE 
CHURCHES YESTERDAY, 


Mr. Sam Smal) at West End—Dr. Hawthorne Preaches 
an Eloquent Sermon—Mr. Glenn at the First 
Methodist — Elder T. M. Harris at the 
Church of Christ— Eloquent Words, 


Mr. Sam W. Small preached yesterday morning 
at Park street church, in West End, to a large and 
thoroughly interested congregation. Many persons 
went out from the center of the city to hear Mr. 
€ma)), and the body of the church and the adjoin- 
ing class rooms were filled up. 

The text was Ezekiel xviii, 27. “Whenthe wicked 
man turneth away from his wickedness that he 
hath committed, and doeth that whichis lawful 
and right, he shall save his soul alive.” 

Mr. &mall said the sublime purpose of Christiani- 
ty isto perfect human character upon the lines of 
Christ-likeness. The aim of all Christian teaching 
is toenforce upon mankind the duty and eternal 
profit of turning their minds and hearts and bodies 
frcm the service of the world, the flesh and the 
devil, and following inthe ways of righteousness 
pioneered and exemplified through Christ’s human 
life and ministry. ‘The capitalization of manly 
character is attainable only by a perfect imitation 
of that perfect man—the Christ. But when this 
doctrine is preached tomen, who profess to hunger 
and thirst after the highest development of their 
manhood, the multitude cry out that this is a su- 
perlative and impossible pattern, wholly unatiain- 
able by finite-intelligence and endeavors. They 
Say that such a standard is too high and sublime, 
fuch a life too divine and seif-abnegatory, and 
consecratcd forthe common mortal to pattern af 
ter. They shrink and flee in dismay from the imag- 
ined devotion, and austerity and rigid sacrifices of 
such acarecr. Just here, then, we discover one of 
the stupendous errors of mankind. Just here mill- 
ions stumble and abandon their souls recklessly to 
a life ofmisery and an eternity of despair. The 
verity of God's plan of redemption is put in issue at 
this vital point. It is true, and most mercifully 
true, that the divine attributes of Christ's character 
may not be even approached, but is is equally true, 
and most beneficently true, that every human 
grace, and virtue, and look and word, anddeed, 
and footstep of Christ may and 
is diy inefy = commanded to be 
perfectly copied and exemplified in whole-hearted 
eervice to God and-our fellow men. God is in- 
PMitely true and just. He is not a ernel and de 
ceptive God, commanding men to tasks and com- 
mending mortals to inode!s that are impossible to 
their accomplishment and attainment. The

was His gift of His only Son to redeem us from our 
sins and to exemplify tous the way of righteous 
ness. When Christsaid to allmgn ‘follow me,” 
He meant exactly what He said, Md the invitation 
was no idle counsel to mock the inabilities of man 
kind. And whenever the preachers 
and teachers and exemplifiers of Christi 
anity can bring men to a Clear under 
standing of their absolute ability to live up to 
the Christ-like model, the scales will fall from the 
ayes of the spiritually blind, and nations will actu- 
ally be ‘born to God” in a day. Whenever and 
wherever we can get men to rightly apprehend the 
will of God and that they are fully able to accom- 
plish it, the cross wins immortal triumphs, and 
the kingdom of God is grandly augmented on earth. 
Otherwise happenings would make God a Liar aud 
Christ's mission a diabolical mockery. 

Religion is only right-living, and right-living is 
only living, like Christ, in loving obedience and 
Submission to the commandment of God, 
Father. The perfect imitation of Christ is to make 
the will of God the principle of our lives. Is this 
an impossibility? 

Men live the

lives of moralists because they 
adopt, approve and imitate the precepts of Plato 
and other philosophers The Platonic principle 
becomes the dominant and impregnable principle 
of their lives. Men become Jeffersonian democrats 
because they adopt and live out in their careers 
the political principles formulated by Thomas Jef 
ferson. . Every: hour, every day and everywhere 
they are Jetlersonian democrats. Men make the 
abstract doctrine of prohibition the temperance 
?inciples of their lives, and their every word and 

eed in thai field of life is eulogized by the princi- 
ple cf prohibition. Now all that God demands of 
you and I is that we take His commandments and 
the precepts of Christ and make them the 
Jaws and practices of our lives—obedience tognd 
love of them, the Christian principle that Will 
dominate us everywhere and in everything. By 
Going this we satisfy every right instinct of our 
natures, become admirable in every community of 
men and are made joint heirs with Christ to all 
the yast and glorious promises of God, in time and 
in eternity. There is not a man or woman in this 
presence today, or in hearing of the gospel of 
Christ on this globe, that cannot conform to this 
doctrine of Christ-likeness and have ‘‘the spirit of 
God bearing witness with their spirits that they are 
the children of God’’ and brother and sister to 
Christ, the eldest son. This is God’s will concern- 
ing us. Then let us away with all cavil and doubt, 
embrace the blessed model, and turning from the 
wickedness we have committed, do that which is 
lawful) and right in God’s sight. So shall we surely 
and sublimely save our souls alive. 

The sermon was short, sharp and vigorously 
spoken, and was heard with the closest attention 
by the large congregation. It made a distinctly 
visible impression and many remained after the 
benediction to thank the young evangelist and bid 
him heartily God-speed in his labors for the 
Master. 

First Methodist. | 

The pulpit of the First Methodist was occu- 
pied by its pastor, the Rey. W. F. Glen. After 
reading a lesson from the philosophy on Isaiah, in 
regard to the coming of Christ, and also one from 
St. John, he spoke as follows: 

The theme I would have you consider today my 
friends is found in the words of the Psalmist in 
speaking of the Savior, third verse of the 110th 
Pralm: **Thou hast the dew of thy youth.”’ 

The history of the world prove beyond mistake 
that all men grow old, and this meansthat they 
grow obsolete, that their lives lose their freshness, 
and their avocations and their adoptations, too. 
Whether thisis necessarily soor not is atleast a 
question, 

I cannot, of course, today speak of the physical, 
for this is only incidentally a part of his make up, 
aminor part. But when we look back at men, the 
main power, the life power that they have brought 
into and contributed to the would, we find thatthey 
all with one accord grow old. We look at men 
who have fifty years ago passed from the world, or 
a thousand years, and as we look at them in the 
places they occur ‘ed, are led to admire them, and 
we feel from the -icw we get of them that they 
have filled their places well, and further contem 
plation of them, we ind that 
they have filled their places 
£0 well, that we regard them as occupying a peren- 
nial position, but nevertheless, when we take up 
their lives, and attempt to bring them forward and 
put them in our midst among the things of the pre- 
sent day, we find that they have lost the “ desire 
of their youth.” Men live, and they live admira 
bly, and they fill their places in the world, and 
they perform a grand work, and they afford by their 


dives the foundation upon which you stand ; a life 


that pushes you higher up and farther on in the 
eareer of the world, and you ought to be thankful 
for such examples ; but at the same time, my breth- 
ren, it is impossible to take up any man of the past 
and sieand him before us to day, and say of hii, 
*thou hast the dew of thy youth.’”’ 

Shakspeare, Socrates and and a few others, were 
of this character and stood far above the most of 
the men of history, in their freshness of ideas and 
thovghts, and are more in harmony with the world 
today. I admit that the great men of the past were 
giants in their day, but take the grandesi of them, 
as you bring up their thoughts, as you bringup 
their habits, as you bring up their lives, we must 
put the thoughts of the presentin them in order to 
make them adaptive to the currents of our lives. 

Tere is ene life which in all ages of the past up 
to the present fuly retains the ‘“‘dew of its youth.” 

There is one life, my brethren, that stands out 
before me today, that stands in the midst, I may 
say, not only of ali the life of the present but in 
all the life of the present that may come. This life 
retains the dew of its youth, It is perfectly adap- 
ted, it is perfectly suited to all the wants of human- 
ity of this day and generation—the life of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, our Savior. Let your minds take hold 
of His character, not only as it is found in the re- 


- ¢ord. in the book, and the precepts he promulgated, 


buttake him as He lived in His freshness, and in 
His streneth, and in His maniy divine vigor, and 


| adapt it for this pre-ent time, andin every depart. 


mentof humanity where it has been allowed to 


' come, you find it in its freshness and vigor.

Church of Our Father. 

Christian services were held in this church 
both morning and evening of yesterday. The mu- 
sic in the morning was by the choir and the children 
ofthe parish, and consisted of carols and hymns 
appropriate to the season. The church was ex- 
quisitely decorated. Mr. Chaney preached from 
Luke 1: 78. “The tender mercy of our God, where- 
by the day spring from on high, Luke visited us,” 
After giving some account of the origin of the 
Christian festival, which hesaid was not one of the 
primitive Chaistian feasts, like Easter and Whit- 
suncay, the preacher adyocated the honorable 
keeping of this feature on grounds of inherit, fit- 
ness and long observance. He doubted if we had 
vet found the best way of keeping an anniversary 
so full of spiritual suggestion. There was too 
large a mixture of the old Roman Saturnalia in 
it, which it #s supposed to have replaced. Whenit 
ix found that the stationhouse is never so full, or 
the streets so noisy as at Christmas, there must be 
some at least who have yet to learn the filting way 
af keeping the feast. 

But the children must have their pleasure in 
the things they enjoy. We must not be too critical, 
I mention there things only to point the eontrast 
between the conventional Christmas, which the 
buteher, the cook. the toyman and the picture- 
dealer, with or without the preacher, may furnish, 
and the real Christmas festival which the tollowers 
of Jesus may keep in honor of his nativity. By this 
real Christmas festival | do not mean any outward 
observance, however truthful in its symbols or im- 

iis forms. It is the jubilee of Christ’s 
The exceediug importance 
of this ever-repeated birth of Christ in his followers 
vas then dwelt upon, and the naturalness and 
frecdom of its unpremeditated festivals. Times 
and places which may have been associated with 
the birth of the man out of his lower and into his 
higher self may still be remembered and recalled 
or revisited. But independently of all these, the 
inner birthday repeats itself and keeps its joyous 
festival without appointment. Thus the best 
Christmas keeps itself. 

The sum of this is, that there are two kinds of 
Christmas; the one historic and outward, the other 
inward and experimental. The one local, de- 
signed, premeditated. The other movable, unde- 
signed and unpremeditated. The one commemo- 
rates the birth of Jesus in Bethlehem, in the reign 
of Augustus Cesar. The other knows the birth of 
Christ in a human soul in the reign of God Al- 
michty. The one blends the joyous voices of ehil- 
dren in play and friends in rennion in church or 
home. The other is stiff, but forthe singing of 
angels: alone, but forthe preseuce of the Father. 
The one is celebrated in the church, the other is 
unchurehed bnt for the blue vault of heaven 
stretching overhead. If so be, you have this lat- 
ter Christmas, this commemoration of the birth of 
the (hrist-spirit in your own hearts, it is of second- 
ary nnoment whether you keep the other or not. 

Aud yet, no other book on earth has sueh claims 
upon the grateful keeping of men and nations. 
For Jesus has shown the nations hew to be strong 
be doing jusily, loving mercy and walking humbly 
with Ged.

Nazareth, and that they found their true satisfac- 
tion in Him. 

The hopes of the heathen nations always center- 
ed in personal deliverers, in great men, in heroes. 
The Chinese bad their Confucius, the Chaldeans 
their “Man of the Sea,” the Egyptians their Hur 
mes, the Buddhists their Gautama, the classical 
nations Prometheus, Hereules, Cadmus and Trip- 
tolemus, thé Scandinavians their Thor aud Wodin. 
So the Gentile nations take their hopes of future 
benefits, social and religious, on the advent of 
heaven—comwissioned sages and heroes. Prophe- 
cies abounded in every age in which the hopes and 
longing of suficring peoples found expression; and 
these prophecies alway have respect to individual 
deliverers and benefactors. 

For this state of mind among heathen nations 
was not only an unconscious prophecy of the only 
true Saviour and Redeemer, but a preparation for 
His coming. The heart of universal man, yearning 
for a personal deliverer, was the more ready to 
welcome His appearance, and it was sure to reject 
any gospel which did not proclaim a Saviour. The 
Gentile nations always figured their deliverers not 
only as men, but as divine men. The redeemer 
must indeed be aman, but he must also be a god, 
or at least the son of a god. The godsof the Greeks 
were all divine men. The Greek Hercules, em- 
bodying the highest conception which the Greek 
mind could form of the world’s champion and de- 
liverer, was the son of Zeno or Jupiter, “in the 
form of a servant.’’ 

I know right well that the enemies of the gospel 
have urged these very fictions of the old mythology 
as militating against the historical credibility of the 
miraculous incarnation of Christ. My answer is 
tvo-fold. The fact thatgmnch fables has been uni- 
versally received by heaMen nations with affec- 
lionate and tenacious faith, represents a deep, 
Clearly-defined want of mankind which a true 
philosophy will interpret as prophecy. And then 
Jesus was born not in pre-historic times but in an 
historical and skeptical age marked by the decay 
of faith in the supernatural). and in a nation which 
held to the unity and spirituality of the Divine 
nature. Thus the whole world, Jew and Gentile, 
was indisposed to accept the story of Christ's mi- 
raculous birth; but the world—Jew and Gentile— 
did accept it; hundreds of millions still cling to it, 
whole nations have confessed upon their knees 
during the past week—‘the world was made 
flesh,” 

The Gentile nations longed for a divine teacher. 
It is apparent that the wisest of the Greeks, Socra- 
tes, had a painful sense of the insufficiency of 
nhtural reasons, and longed for a teacher sent from 
God to scatter the darkness in which the hopelessly 
wandercd. The deepest feeling of the heathen 
heart is, and alw ave has been, a sense of sin, and a 
corsequent yearning for pardon and moral reno- 
vation. Witness the great institution of sacrifice 
which has in some ferm entered into the very sub 
stance of every religious system sincethe fall of 
man; for it ever lays in the human heart that he 
must ofier to God the best he had, even if need be, 
the frnit of his body forthe sin of his soul. Man 
feels that he is guilty; that he deserves punish- 
ment; that he can make no satisfaction; that an- 
other life, purerif not nobler, must be offered in 
lieu of hisown; thatthus alone can divine anger 
be appeased and deserved punishment averted. 
Who does not see in this a prophetie longing for 
the coming priest who should reconcile God and 
man by one all-sufficient sacrifice ? 

Christ is the desire of all nations as the 
querer of death and the giver of immortality. 

The nations have always longed for a Divine 
hing. Is anything more characteristic of man than 
the desire to be governed wisely and well? This 
longing for a pure and blessed kingdom has always 
been universal.. Not only pagans, pnt infidels ex- 
pectamilleniim though under another name. 
They know not the goal to which they are blindly 
staggering, but we know from a surer} word oi 
ye ey that it is the kingdom of God, the reign 
of the world’s Messiah. “In His day shall the 
righteous flourish, and abundance of peace so long 
as the mcon endureth.”’ 

Thus it appears that Christ is the desire of all 
nations. He isa personal Savior: Heis the incar- 
nate Son of God; He is a Divine Teacher and 
prophet ; Heisthe conqueror of death and hell; 
He is the annointed Messiah, the Founder and 
Prince of the holy, universal and everlasting 
kingdom. 

I cannot refrain from suggesting an application 
equally obvious and important of the forgoing re- 
marks: If Christ is the desire of all nations, then 
lie ought to be preached toall nations as having 
really come and given Himself for the redemption 
of the world. 

The question comes home to us all, what has all 
this to dowith us as individuals? We find in the 
great spiritual wants expressed in the unconscious 
prophesyings and prayers of the gentile nations, a 
true utterance of our own conscious needs. Friends, 
do you not find itso? Do you not need a personal 
Savior, a Divine Savior, an infallible “Teacher, a 
Conqueror of sin, and death, and hell, a wise and 
mighty Masterfand King? Isit not Jesus whom you 
need? He comes to. you, he invites you: “Come 
unto me all ye that labor and are heavy laden, and 
1 will give yousrest.”’ 
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At the Church of Christ. 

Elder T. M. Harris preached yesterday at the 
Hunter street Church of Christ. His subject was 
“Pure Religion,’’ and his text was as follows: ** But 
the wisdom from above is first pure, then peaceable 
gentle and easy to be entreated, full of mercy and 
good fruits, without partiality and without hypoc- 
risy.”’ Jas. iii. chap.,17. Among other things Mr. 
Harris said; Many atime it has been written, ‘‘Born 
in the year 1885,’’ and many a time, ‘‘ Married in 
the year 1885 :"’ and alas! how oftén has it been cul 
in the cold white marble that stands at the head of 
some buried treasure, ‘‘Died in the year 1585.”"". This 
year scme began their happy married life—others 
will date trom it their widowhood; and others, 
alas how many, will remember it asthe year they 
buried their beloved dead out oftheir sight forever. 

And now, in the close of the year, let us examine 
ourselves and knowif we be in the faith. There 
are two popular tests by which religions character 
is tried. One is the world’s test, the other the test 
of people professedly religious. 

The first test of correctness in religious faith and 
practice is ‘‘sincerity.’’ The world knows no other. 
If a man is sincere in his religious convictions and 
konestin his religious practices, it matters not 
whatthe forms of his faith and worship may be the 
world will give him full credit asa Christian. The 
sccond test is ‘feeling.’ And with many religious 
people this is the highest test. Neither, nor both of 
these tests are infallible. God is not indifferent to 
forms of faith and worship, and he will not accept 
sincerity and feeling in lien of faith and obe 
dience.”’ 

In our text God has given us an infallable test by 
which we can determine our Christian character. 
And we are exhorted to examine ourselves wheth- 
er we be in the faith to prove ourselves and to 
know for ourselves. In the text God gives us the 
mark of true religion. Let us examine these and 
test our religious character by these and know for 
ourselves if we have that wisdom which comes 
down from above. True religion puri 
fies the heart and life. The pro- 
cess is called conversion, regeneration and 
a new creation. The work is « omplete when the 
heart is separated from evil and GConsecrated to 
God. Evilthoughts have no home in a sanctified 
heart. Evil words do not flow from a heart purified 
and washed in the blood of the Lamb. Evil deeda 
aie not prompted by a heart clean and white and 
filled with love for God and man. It is then 
enceable. This religion, first pure in heart and 
fie. and of a spirit gentle and easy to be entreated, 
full of works of mercy and love, is without partial- 
ity and without hypocrisy.

A TALK WHITH THE EVANGELIST 
ABOUT HIS WORK. 


What He Hes to Say About His St. Louis Trip—He 
Had FEveryibinvg in Good Shape, but was 
Forced to Leave on Account of Other 
Engagements — Cincinnati Next. 


Rev. Sum Jones was in {the city Saturday, 
and was met by a CONSTITUTION reporter, who 
asked him about his St. Louis trip. 

“We began at Si. Louis on the 22d of Novenr- 
ber,” said the evangelist, “and held three 
services a day. From the beginning to the 


close the congregations were fine, with increas-. 


ing numbers and interest from the first service 
to the last. After the second day of the 
service we moved into Music hall, the exposi- 
tion building. I preached there for ten days, 
and my voice gave out on account of the great 
size of the auditorium and its miserable ac- 
coustics. Wethen sought the largest church 
building in the city. We had the hearty co- 
operation of the leading Presbyterian, 
Methodist, Cumberland Presbyterian, Christian 
and Baptist churches. I never met more 
brotherly cordiality nor more earnest support.”
